Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach a foldable chair including, inter alia, a seat with a base including left and 
right seat rods, left and right armrests having supporting members that are spaced from 
each other and are pivoted to the left and right seat rods, left and right poles that 
sandwich the left and right seat rods therebetween and a stopper wherein each of the 
left and right poles are pivoted to one of the left and right seat rods and a respective one 
of the left and right armrests and having a lower end that is disposed below the base 
frame, the stopper disposed below the base frame and interconnecting the lower ends 
of the left and right poles whereby when the armrests are disposed in an extended 
position, the left and right poles extend downwardly and frontward and the stopper is 
forward of the axis and abuts against the bottom ends of the left and right seat rods; and 
when the armrests are disposed in a folded position the left and right poles extend 
downwardly and rearwardly from the respective one of the left and right armrests to the 
stopper, in which the stopper is disposed rearwardly of the axis, and in which the 
stopper abuts against the bottom ends of the left and right seat rods, as specifically 
claimed.
